This is in response to the Decision on Renewed Petition 
under 37 CFR 1.47(a) dated March 5, 2007, dismissing the Renewed 
Petition without prejudice. It is respectfully requested, in light of 
the arguments and evidence set forth herein, that this Third Renewed 
Petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) be granted. 

By way of background, Applicant, Norton Healthcare Limited, 
through its prior counsel, Michael A. Steinberg, filed a Petition 
Under 37 CFR 1.47(a) on November 17, 2005, to accept the application 
without the signatures of two joint inventors, namely, Jacqueline 
Yvonne Allen and Mark Clifford Elliott. In a Decision on Petition 
mailed February 24, 2006, the petition was dismissed because it did 
not contain certain statements with respect to providing a complete 
copy of the application papers to inventor Allen and for failure to 
show the efforts made to contact inventor Elliott. 
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In the Renewed Petition filed June 26, 2006, Petitioner 
provided evidence detailing the efforts made to contact the 
non- signing inventor Allen. 

In the decision mailed March 5, 2007, the Patent Office 

found that all requirements of 37 CFR 1.47(a) with respect to inventor 

Allen had been satisfied. With respect to inventor Elliott, however, 

the Decision states: 

With respect to counsel's inability to find or 

reach Mr. Elliott, Petitioner now presents the 

affidavit of Samantha Claire Radley. Ms. Radley 's 

affidavit states that she conducted an Internet 

search for "Mr. Elliot" without success. However, 

it is noted that the nonsigning inventor's name is 

identified as Mark Clifford .Elliott, on the 

published international application for 

PCT/GB03/02669, with Mr. Elliott's last name 

containing two ts . Since Mr. Elliott's name was 

misspelled for the Internet search, a new Internet 

search must be conducted for Mark Clifford Elliott, 

as the inventor's name is correctly spelled. 

★ * * 

Since attempts to locate inventor Elliott were 
insufficient, it can not be concluded that a 
"diligent effort" was made to locate the 
non- signing inventor and that Mr. Elliott is 
unavailable to sign the application. The action 
taken by petitioner is not sufficient to prove that 
a "diligent effort" was made to contact the 
nonsigning inventor. Under these circumstances, it 
cannot be concluded that Mr. Elliott is unavailable 
to sign the application. 

In view of the above, with respect to co- inventor Elliott, the 
decision indicates that Applicant's prior efforts were not diligent 
because they were directed to another person, namely Mark Clifford 
Elliot; (not Elliott) . The Attorney Advisor recommended in her 
Decision that the petitioner should pursue further efforts to show 
diligent attempts to locate Mr. Elliott. It is believed the present 
Renewed Petition and the evidence attached hereto serve to satisfy 
this requirement. 

The attached Affidavit of Samantha Claire Radley, Patent 
Administrator for Norton Healthcare Limited, documents her own 
diligent efforts in an attempt to locate Mr. Elliott. Specifically, 
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she attempted to obtain information from a former colleague as well as 
Norton's Human Resources Department. She also contacted the United 
Kingdom Post Office to obtain a "redirection advice" for inventor 
Elliott. The affidavit further states that she conducted various 
internet searches to obtain the telephone number or any information 
relating to inventor Elliott. However, all of these attempts to 
locate Mr. Elliott failed. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully submits 
that the requirements set forth in the PTO's decision have now been 
satisfied as they relate to inventor Elliott. Since all other 
requirements had already been satisfied, it is respectfully requested 
that the present renewed petition be granted.

3. On, or about 24 October 2006, 1 asked a former colleague of Mark Clifford Elliott 
named Dr. John Man whether he knew of Mark Clifford Elliott's present 
whereabouts. Dr. Man did not know the whereabouts of Mark Clifford Elliott as he 
had had no contact with him since he left the employment of Norton. 

4. On 22 November 2006, 1 contacted Jaz Ghick of Norton's Human Resources 
Department to ensure that the last known address Norton had for Mark Clifford Elliott 
had not been updated or changed from that present in Simone FrankePs affidavit. The 
address that the Human Resources Department had was 40 Farleigh Road, Stoke 
Newington, London N16 7TH. However a request for an employment reference had 
been made by SRG limited of Buckland House, Waterside Drive, Langley Business 
Park, Slough SL3 6EZ. 

5. On 22 November 2006, 1 spoke to Glen Harris of SRG Limited who informed me 
that they had had no contact with Mark Clifford Elliott since February 2006 and that 
he was unable to divulge the contact details on their records under the United 
Kingdom Data protection Acts but he would attempt to pass a message to Mark 
Clifford Elliott. I asked him to ask Mark Clifford Elliott to contact me urgently and 
gave him my direct dial telephone number. A telephone note of this conversation is 
attached as exhibit "SRI" to this affidavit. 



6. Later, on 22 November 2006, Glen Harris contacted me to inform me that he had 
attempted to ring two different contact telephone numbers for Mark Clifford Elliott 
but in both cases the lines were dead. He told me he had also attempted to send an 
email but the email was reported as failed to be delivered. He told me that he could 
not contact Mark Clifford Elliott. A telephone note of this conversation is attached as 
exhibit "SR2" to this affidavit. 

7. On 22 November 2006, I contacted the United Kingdom Post Office customer 
services department. I enquired whether they had a redirection advice for Mark 
Clifford Elliott for his last known address: 40 Farleigh Road, Stoke Newington, 
London N16 7TH. I was informed that they did not have such a redirection advice. A 
telephone note of this conversation is attached as exhibit "SR3" to this affidavit. 

8. On 21 May 2007, 1 interrogated an internet based website called The Phone Book 
which holds residential telephone numbers for residents in the United Kingdom for 
"M C Elliott in London". The web site returned no results. I present a printout of that 
search as exhibit "SR4" 

9. On 21 May 2007, 1 interrogated an internet based website called Google.co.uk for 
"Mark Clifford Elliott". The web site returned no results for Mark Clifford Elliott. I 
present a printout of that search as exhibit "SR5". 
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Note of Telephone Conversation between Samantha Radley and Glen Harris On 22 
November 2006 at 14.30pm. 

I asked Glen Harris if they had Mark Clifford Elliot on their records as, according to 
Norton Healthcare files, they had approached Norton for a reference for Mark 
Clifford Elliot in January 2005. 

He confirmed that Mark Clifford Elliot was on their records but he was unable to 
divulge any contact details that they had because of the United Kingdom Data 
Protection Act. 

He agreed to try and contact Mark Clifford Elliot on my behalf and pass on a message 
to him to contact me urgently on my direct dial telephone extension at Norton 
Healthcare Ltd. 
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Note of Telephone Conversation between Glen Harris and Samantha Radley On 22 
November 2006 at 15.30pm. 

Glen Harris told me that attempts to call Mark Clifford Elliot on the two telephone 
numbers that he had on his records were unsuccessful and an email that he had sent 
had been returned undeliverable. 
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Note of Telephone Conversation between Post Office Customer Services and 
Samantha Radley on 22 November 2006 at 16.00pm. 

The Post Office Customer Services department confirmed that there was no 
redirection address for Mark Clifford Elliot at 40 Farleigh Road, Stoke Newington,
